This Week 


The warm weather and winds of 
the past few days haye together 
made it possible for seeding to com- 
mencee this week. 


A few farmers commeneed Mon- 
day on stubble and fall breaking 
but it was impossible to get on the 
summerfallow~ until later in the 
week, 


A further set-back was experienced | - 


on Wednesday, when it was found 
impossible to get on the land owing 
to heavy vain all through the prev- 
ious night. 

On Thursday afternoon most of 
| the farmers started in again and are 
| hoping for a longer innings this 
time. 


The farmer who possesses a little 
of the new Kitchener wheat may 
consider himself very fortunate this 
year for its early maturing hature 
will offset the late start and gain 
the utmost advantage from the ab- 
normal amount of moisture. 


Mr. Beck states that given hor- 
mal conditions from now on with- 
out any further set-backs to seeding 
there is no reason to curtail the 
wheat acreage for the unusually 
favorable conditions of the soil and 
and moisture should more than off- 
set the late spring. Providing it is 
possible to get the wheat in by the 
end of the first week of May he be- 
lieves conditions are so favorable 
otherwise that the growth will be 
so rapid and barvesting sheuld be 
very little later than usual. 

It is certain however that many 
farmers will refase to take a chance 
on being frosted out as they seem 
to expect an abnormally wet season, 
and a greater quantity of oats and 
flax will be sown.

from The Pas, and rails laid as far as 
Kettle Rapids, mile 332, the work 
done including the erection of two 
large steel bridges over the Nelson. 
An item of $1,000,000 was placed in 
the estimates for 1918 for the purpose 
of completing the railway by laying 
the steef for the remaining 92 miles, 
BNo work, however, was done during 
that year, and in 1919 there was noth- 
ing in the main estimates for this pro- 
ject, the government evidently ,hav- 
ing turned its attention.to more east- 
ern enterprises such as the Trent and 
Welland canals, which wete liberally 
proyided for, and the attitude of the 
government indicates an intention to 
abandon the project for the time be- 
ing at any rate.

During that time, he said, the Can+- 
adian corps decisively defeated more 
than 50 German divisions, approxi- 
mately one-quarter of the total Ger- 
man forces on the western front; en- 
countered and crushed elements of 17 
additional divisions, then marched 
across Belgium and contributed two 
of the four British divisions which 
held a bridgehead in the Rhine area. 

Throughout the four years of the 
war the Canadian corps never per- 
manently lost a gun and in the last 
two years never failed to capture an 
objective or to retain those objectives, 
once consolidated, he reported, ad- 
ing: 

“The extraordinary successes won 
by the Canadian corps can only be 
explained by its superior organiza- 
tlon and the esprit de corps which 
united all the component parts of the 
Canadian forces and made them work 
all for one, and one for all, with vic- 
tory only as the ultimate goal. 

“By their services and their sacr!- 
fice they have created a national tra- 
dition which shall forever inspire our 
people and lift our souls to higher 
spheres than of material profit and 
Industrial achievement. By their ef- 
forts peace hae come; by their sac- 
rifice Christianity has endured; by 
their patriotism and love of country 
the empire remains inviolate; by 
their devotion to duty, honor has been 
Preserved. Would that one could 
say that by their willingness to die, 
selfishness had disappeared from the 
world. 

“May the peace which has come ba 
a lasting peace, not only a peace be- 
tween nations, but a peace between 
families, between communities, be- 
tween classes, between warring fac- 
tlone tn the industrial world and in 
the political world.”
